raisers, by virtue of a court decree 
soon to be entered are to acauire ab- 
solute control of all the 
country's 


stockyards and terminals, 
wresting 


away the power wielded for

years by the five big packers 


The packers now plan to sell these 


properties with preference to cattle 
growers in price of the outstanding 
shares of stock today was bjafore At- 
torney General Palmer who subjected 
it to analysis before recommending its 
acceptance by the court. 


The plan divests the packers of all 


Toice in the control of the yards and 
transfers control to five cojirt trus- 
tees, acting for stockholders, largely 
comprising the cattle men. 


Attorney General Palmer and Assist- 


ant Attorney General Galloway after 
studying the packers' new plan, said 
that the terms of the decree will he 
made sufficiently rigid to render im- 
possible subsequent acquirement of 
control by the packers. 


The Attorney General considers his 


agreement with the packers a distinct 
Tlctory for the government and Is 
confident that packer monopoly over 
the stock yards will be forever ended 
•with the final signing of the decree, 
authorizing the sale to a new corpora- 
tion, in which the court trustees, act- 
Ing for the stockholders will exercise 
absolute authority.
